Saline County Called 
“Garden of Missouri” 


One hundred and eighteen years 
ago this week, on November 
25, 
1820, Saline County, 
sometimes 
known as the “Garden 
of 
Mis- 
sorui”, was organized by act of the 
Missouri general assembly. 
The 
county, situated on the south ride 
of the Missouri river and a little 
northwest of the center 
of 
the 
State, attracted the attention 
of 
Lewis and Clark in 1804, and dur­ 
ing the winter 1813-1814 George 
C. Sibley of St. Charles conducted 
a trading house at Arrow Rock. 
The county seat was first located 
at Jefferson on the Missouri river, 
a short distance below Cambridge. 
In 1831 it was moved to 
Jones- 
ooro, now Napton, where it 
re­ 
mained until 1839 when the leg­ 
islature provided for the location 
of a perm anent seat of 
govern­ 
ment. 
Tne commissioners select­ 
ed a site in the central part of the 
county, named it 
M arshall 
for 
Chief Justice John Marshall, and 
the county court was held at A r­ 
row Rock until the court 
house 
was finished in 1840. 
Saline, 
named 
tor 
its 
salt 
springs, is M issouri’s 18th largest 
county and has a Missouri river 
frontage of seventy-three miles, a 
distance unsurpassed by any other 
county. 
Its tim bered river bottom 
lands were a strong attraction to 
early 
settlers, 
and 
population 
growth was rapid. 
From 1890 to 
1920 there was a gradual decline, 
but during the last decade 
the 
population has been on 
the 
in­ 
crease. 
Agriculture has always been the 
county's chief industry. 
It early 
took the lead i\> one ol the State’s 
largest corn-producing counties, in 
1936 was one 
of 
four 
Missouri 
counties that 
produced 
over 
a 
million buriiels 
of 
wheat, 
and 
ranked third in the production of 
hogs and seventh in cattle. 
Saline was located on the 
two 
great highways to the West—the 
Missouri river and the Santa Fc 
trail. 
Three steamboats of 
the 
Long expedition 
and 
the 
Inde­ 
pendence 
reached 
its 
northern 
border as early as 1819, Santa Fe 
traders out of old Franklin direct­ 
ed their caravans across it during 
the 1820’s and early 1830’s, and 
Henry Beeknell operated a ferry 
on the Missouri river at 
Arrow 
Rock as early as 1816. 
In 1878 
the Chicago and 
Alton 
railroad 
was completed to M arshall, 
and 
the Missouri Pacific reached that 
city ten yeras later. 
Today 
the 
county is crossed by federal high­ 
ways 40 and 65, and State 
high­ 
ways 41 and 240, in addition 
to 
three short State highways.

Saline county, which shows its

by

Smith, where he dem onstrated th e ' 
feasibility of cultivating 
prairie 
lands and carried on experim ents ( 
in agriculture 
horticulture 
and 
forestry. W ashington Irving cross­ 
ed the county in 1832 
and 
left 
posterity its most picturesque ac­ 
count of this “Classic ground 
of 
American agriculture.” 
The Saline 
County 
Historical 
Society, organized on 
April 
19. 
1938, to preserve this most noble 
historical heritage, already has a 
m em bership of over 200.

Further, in case a farm er 
seeded wheat in a m ixture with 
rye, barley or other small grain 
and this crop other than wheat 
failed, then the wheat m ust be 
pastured or cultivated. 
It must 
not be harvested for grain or hay 
unless it is desired to have it 
classified as wheat for which a 
penalty would be declared. 
The county com mittee has been 
informed that there is no indica­ 
tion that there will be any exten­ 
sion of tim e on any of the dates 
or any deviation from the require­ 
ments as set out above. 
They 
therefore, ask the cooperation of 
all farm ers in the county to help 
pass this inform ation along and 
that 
all 
growers govern them ­ 
selves accordingly.

seeded,
